John W. Daniel, gontor senator 
from Virginia and for more than 30 
years Virginia's favorite gon, died at 
the Lynchburg santitarlum, Lynch. 
furg, Ve., his death being due to @ 
reowrrenos of paralysis. 

The {mmoiiate cause of his death 
was 6 cerobral hemoprhnge sustained 
in the Mght portion of his brain, fm 
volving the right side, This was tw 
addition to the paralynis of tho left 
Gide, Which was sustained Inst winter, 
while in Florida. 

The statepmen’s illness began with 
a sitght attack of apoplexy in Pile 
Getphia, last October, this keeping 
htm from.being in hile veat at the 
opening of .congress lau December, 
Only ofte @ince that had he appeared 
befove the audience and that was for 
en faformal talk io January, 

The end was almost without a struge 
ate. Dissolution was very rapid, for 
When tho final and complete faslure of 
heart action began, It progrossed with 
great rapidity and in five minutes the 
pationt was dead. 

John W. Daniel was elected to the 
United States senate to succeed Gem 
eral Mahone for the term beginning 
March 4, 1887, and was serving hie 
fourth term at the time of his death, 
He wee a gallant Confoderate soldier 
serving ag chief of staff to Gonerad 
Jubal Barly, with the rank of mafor, 
He was thrice wounded during the 
war, the last wound received in the 
Wilderness May 6, 1864, crippling him 
for Mfe. He was born at Lynchburg, 
September 6, 1842,
